ARICA, Chile, Nov. 6 (A’) — An- 
nouncement has been made that the 
motion of Gen. John J. Pershing be- 
fore the Plebiscitary Commission, 
which contained demands of a sweep- 
ing nature for the establishment of 
the commission's right to interfere 
in all aspects of the plebiscite over 
the disposition of Tacna and Arica, 
was approved by the commission 
Nov. 2. 

The motion contained 11 points 
which the Americans considered es- 
sential prerequisites “at the present 
time for further progress” toward a 
free and fair plebiscite. 

The first point calls for the re- 
moval from Tacna and Arica of the 
military garrison, except for a num-

The eighth demands ab- 
solute freedom for travel in the terri- 
tory, and the ninth for freedom for 
all parties to parade and otherwise 
legitimately carry out propaganda 
for the elections under full protec- 
tion. 

The tenth point calls for the re- 
moval of all forms of censorship 
and the eleventh provides for the 
return of any deported persons from 
South Chile at the expense of the 
Chilean Government. 

Provision is made that such num- 
bers of troops, police and carabineros 
may be kept as the Chilean Govern- 
ment thinks advisable, provided the 
commission does not believe their 
presence inimical to a free plebi- 
scite. It is also provided that offi- 
cials removed shall be replaced by 
the Chilear Government and that 
freedom for entry, travel and propa- 
ganda work must be compatible with 
the maintenance of public order.

A Lawless Traffic 

“The prohibition laws are more 
generally observed by the American 
| people today than many other laws. 
No other law faces such organized 
resistance. Prohibition is the ultli- 
mate method of dealing with the 
liquor traffic. Americans tested 
every other method that has ever 
been tried. They all failed. The 
‘Mquor traffic is essentially lawless. 
|The alternative was probibition or 
‘surrender. Americans cre not ac- 
/customed to surrender. They out- 
‘lawed intoxicants. That outlawry 
' will stand so long as our government 
|endures. No group of lawbreakers 
can compel our submission.” 
| Mr. Hudson declared that increas- 
ingly, legislation is being demanded 
‘to remedy lack of adequate penalties 
\for violations and that “a growing 
‘conviction is being expressed that 
ithe alien, who continues to violate 
ithis law and the Constitution of the 
, United States should speedily be de-

|. “Last year there were 37,181 con- 
|'victions in federal courts with jail 
sentences totaling 3406 years, an 
average of 34 days, as compared with 
24 days in 1924.

Change in Law Favored 

He recotamended that the law be 
'so amended as to require all cereal

TRADE-MARKS~ 
PARLEY ENDS 
Conterebed on Protection 


of International Property 
Helps Toward Good Will 


4 by Special Cable 

THE HAGUE, Nov, 6--The Inter- 
national Conference for the Protec- 
tion of Industrial Property, success- 
@dully completed its labors this 
afternoon when the delegates of 39 
nations, including the United States, 
signed a protocol for the revision of 
the Convention of Paris of March 20, 
1883, and ‘revised in Washington in 
1911. Important changes and addi- 
tions have been brought about for 
placing the convention on a recip- 
rocal basis as far as thie is posstble 
in regard to existing variances of 
national legislations. 

While the ultimate aims have not 
yet been accomplished altogether, 
The Hague revision has accom- 
plished this, thatthe laws.of many of 
the eountries regarding inventions 
and trade-marks will be ‘brought 
more nearly in line with the regu- 
lations existing in the United States 
than ever before, This will result in 
a better understanding of interna- 
tional commercial relations, thus pro- 


| moting good will‘and peace. 


. The most important addition’ as 
regards the existing Article 10-B is 
for protection against unfair com- 
petition. This article originally said: 
"The contracting nations undertake 
to assure their citizens that the 
union is an effective protection 
against unfair competition.” 

The following provisions are now 
added: “Every act of competition, 
contrary to. honest usages jn indus- 
trial or commercial matters, consti- 
tutes an act of unfair competition.” 
Especially. there shell be prohibited, 
first, any act of whatever nature 
aimed at creating by whatever means 
confusion with tre products of a 
competitor all false aNegations in 
commercial dealings of a nature dis- 
crediting the products of a com- 
petitor. | 
‘The new Article 10-ter obliges the 
contracting nations to create sanc- 
tions for. the repressing of acts con- 
trary to Articles 9, 10 and 10-bis. The 
revised Article 6 has established the 
right for the owner of a well-known 
trade-mark to exercise it all over the 
world, where that mark is known. 
The new Article 6-ter prohibits the 
filing of trade-marks in which, na- 
tional. emblems or flags are used, 
while the filing of trade-marks sus- 
ceptible of causing confusion is pro- 
hibited by the new Article 6-bis. 

Moreover some changes were 
made in the Madrid arrangement 
concerning the registration of trade 
marks and in the same arrangement 
concerning the régistration of. trade- 
indications ef origin. Finally an en- 
tirely new arrangement was adopted 
for the international depositing of 
industrial drawings and models.

BRITISH TRADE 
IS LOOKING UP 


Mr. Baldwin Takes Hopeful 
View of Epropean Outlook 
—Unemployment Falling 


By Special Cable 

ABERDEEN, Nov. 6 — Stanley 
Baldwin, British Prime Minister, 
takes a hopeful view of the Euro- 
pean situation... In this city last 
night he said that amongst the Lo- 
garno results would be a growing 
confidence to tackle the problem of 
the reduction of armaments. With 
the fire risks substantially reduced, 
he continued, it would be possible 
to pay less insurance. The British 
Government .was now scrutinizing 
its own estimates with. the utmost 
care with the yiew of every possible 
economy, however unpopular, short 
of reducing the defensive forces be- 
low what was necessary to safe- 
guard the Empire, or touching edu- 
cation or the people’s health in such 
a way as to place the whole burden 
upon any single class. 

Regarding British trade, Mr. Bald- 
win said: he saw neither a boom nor 
desolation. There were signs of im- 
provement,” however, and he felt 
“more hopeful in this respect than 
he had felt for five years, always 
provided we could steer clear of in- 
dustrial conflicts.” 

He held that Great Britain had 
emerged into a position “more stable 
and more promising than any other 
European country.” Dedpite the pro- 
longed depression and stfféring also, 
the country had maintained an un- 
precedented standard of life for the 
workless. At the momedt, the unem- 
ployment figure was falling. There 
had beén good harvests abroad, and 
altho a reduction in the whole- 
sale pfices was not yet sufficiently 
reflected in the cost of living, he 
thought that would come.

OTTAWA, Ont., Nov. 6 (Special) —

Governor Appeals for Per- 
manent Substitution of 
Arbitration for War 


Calling upon the citizens of Mas- 
sachusetts to observe “Armistice 
Day,” Nov. 11, as an occasion to 
commemorate the ideals of peace, 
Governor Fuller, in his annual 


“Armistice Day” proclamation, made}. 


an appeal for the permanent substi- 
tution of law for war, and the es- 
tablishment of a tribunal “where 
differences between nations can be 
arbitrated rather than settled by 
armed force.” The proclamation fol- 
jows in part: 

The law of the Commonwealth 
fittingly provides for the issuance 
annually of a proclamation by the 
Governor for the proper observance 
of November the eleventh as “Ar- 
mistice Day.” 

This day, the anniversary of the 
ending of the World War, brings 
with its observance a solemn obliga- 
tion. November eleven in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and eigh- 
teen brought relief to a war stricken 
world and lifted a heavy load from 
sorrowing humanity. In our land, 
it restored to their loved ones those 
who had survived the conflict. 

Gradually, and let us hope irrev- 
ocably, there has come into the 
hearts of men the determination to 
substitute law for war, and to pro- 
vide a tribunal where differences 
among nations can be arbitrated 
rather than settled by armed force. 

No great movement to right a 
wrong, centuries old, can be accom- 
plished by mere desire. Sustained 
effort, inspired by constant faith 
and deep convictions, will finally ac- 
complish the result for which 
humanity has longed, and civiliza- 
tion will at last have taken great 
strides toward the desired goal of 
universal peace. ‘ 

Massachusetts is ever grateful to 
her soldiers. She is proud of their 
valor. She knows that because of 
them our institutions have been pre- 
served for us and for posterity. She 
can never forget the debt she owes 
to those who made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

With grateful remembrance of the 
splendid devotion of our soldiery in 
the trying days of a great crisis in 
the history of the world, it is fitting 
that the schools, churches, and fra- 
ternal organizations of our Com- 
monwealth appropriately observe 
Armistice Day and pay tribute and 
respect to those who helped to make 
it a day that will live throughout 
the years a tender and grateful 
memory.

TAUGHT IN IOWA 


Income Tax Returns Lead to 


New School Course

DES MOINES, Ia., Nov: 2 (Special 
Correspondence)—Teaching farm ac- 
counting to the pupils in Iowa rural 
schools is now part of the duties of 
teachers in every county in the 
State. Siace the Government's in- 
come tax law the need of special in- 
struction in keeping jtrack of the 
financial features of farm -life has 


been made conspicuous. Representa-. 


tives from the internal revenue de- 
partment have been holding schools 
of instruction in every cdurt house 
in the State, to which farmers have 
gone for specific instruction, touch- 
ing the more difficult problems in- 
volved in rendering an intelligent 
report. 

The conclusion has been reached 
that teaching the children on the 
farms the methods involved in reach- 
ing a basis for the levyin 
tax will enavle a more uniform sys- 
tem and consequently avert the an- 
nual school of instruction by reve- 
nue officials. 

In order to insure a uniformity of 
effort a textbook has been provided 
for use in all of the rural schools. 
By stressing the conditions imposed 
in rendering income tax reports ‘t 
is argued that the children on the 
farms ill be able to fill out the Gov- 
ernment blanks properly and their 
interest in financial operations on 
the farm will lead to a systematic 
method of keeping account of ali 
receipts and expenditures. Boys and 
girls on the farm will thus become 
interested in the business side of 
farming and a keener interest will 
make farming attractive to them and 
educate them to the farm rather than 
away from it.

SOFIA, Oct. 23 (Special Corre- 
the second Balkan war, a Belgrade 
athletic team-—the Belgrade Sport 
Club—has paid a visit to a Bulgarian 
athletic field to try conclusions with 
a Bulgarian association football team. 
Several times since the end of the 
World War, there had been talk of 
a Serbian athletic team visiting Bul- 
garia, but the persons in authority in 
both contries had considered such a 
step premature.

Prine and Princess Asaka on Way Home After 
Three-Year Study in Europe

NEW YORK, Nov. §6—Friends of 
Japan here are uniting this week. ms 
honoring Prince and Princess Asaka, | 
who are in New York City on their 
way homeward to Tokyo after three 
years passed in’ Burope stddying 
conditions. While in Burope the 
Prince ard Princess traveled incog- 
nito, but they temporarily abandoned 
this policy as son as the steamship 
Paris of the French Line, aboard 
which they came to the United 
States, entered the port of New York. 
After a short stay in the East, Prince 
and Princess Asaka will leave New 
York City for San Francisco, whence 
they will embark for home in 
January. 

Princess Asaka is a sister of the 
Emperor of Japan and is the eighth 
daughter of the Emperor Meiji, .She 
and the prince, who also is a member 
of the reigning family, were guests 
of honor at a dinner by the Japan 
' Society at the Astor Hotel last 
night and will be entertained again 
this evening by Japanese residents 
of New York City, who will give a 
dinner to them at the Waldortf- 
Astoria, 

Americans at Dinner 

More than 700 person” attended the 
dinner to the Prince and Princess at 
the Astor Hotel, among them many 
prominent Americans. Henry W. 
Taft, president of the Japan Society, 
presided. Among the speakers were 
Dr. John H. Finley, and Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke. Mr. Taft, Dr. Finley and 
Dr. Van Dyke emphasized that the 
attendance of so many prominent 
Americane at the dinner could be 
construed only as marking the occa- 
sion as an important milestone in 
the work being done poth in the 
United States and in Japan to im- 
prove the relations between these 
two countries. 

Prince Asaka read his address in 
Japanese and later it was translated 
by . Kirosi. Saito, the Japanese 
Consul-General. 

“It is a matter of sincere gratifi- 
cation and appreciation for the 
Princess and me to be accorded such’ 
a courteous reception by the Japan 
Society of New York,” he said. “We 
have always admired the marvelous 
power and efficiency of the American 
people. Combined with your tradi- 
tiona] idealism and moral vision, 
such power and efficiency are mold- 
ing a great nation whose chief aim 
is, I fully believe, the establishment 
of an enduring peace upon this 
earth. That lofty aspiration of yours 
we of Japan share to the fullest 
measure, and herein we see a com- 
mon bedrock upon which I confi- 
fiently believe we can build a firm 
and indestructible structure of peace 
and friendship for all time to conie.

SUPPLY LOOMS 


Experts Report Vast Area, 
Once Productive, Now. 
Available

of South America, which was the 
original home of the forest tree that 
is mow principally nurtured in the

There are 300,000,000 rubber bear- 
ing trees in the Amazon -country, 
most of which were allowed to fall 
back into neglect when the planta- 
tion rubber lowered prices, the de- 
partment said, and if crude rubber 
prices at New York remain at a level 
of 40 cents a pound, it was predicted" 
that an output of upward of 44,000 
tons a year would be attained. 

The report is one of a series made 
to Herbert Hoover; Secretary of Com- 
mercé, by special investigators who 
have been looking into possible

In the interest of Chicagoans the 
disclosure of the theater takes prece- 
dence of the American premiere of 
the Galsworthy drama, The play- 


house is unique in many respects. 
It is a subterranean temple, with its 
classic portal, scarcely a dozen feet 
high, facing Lake Michigan across 
Grant Park,~just rear of the Art 
Institute. One descends broad stairs 
to the outer lobby, from which one 
enters the memorial hall, a long, 
wide and vaulted corridor, or foyer, 
patterned with rich simplicity in 
gray stone. From either end of the 
corridor leads a wide inclosed pas- 
sageway, from which the playgoers | 
pass through curtained arches into. 
spacious side aisles. 

' Innovations 


Between these aisles the theater is 
solidly seated, the widely spaced | 
rows containing from 24 to 43 seats. | 
A transverse aisle at the center of | 
the auditorium, and perhaps a longi- | 
tudinal aisle, . forming with the | 
transverse passage a cross, would | 
seem to be desirable for the more 
convenient distribution of patrons, 
The solid seating. is interesting as 
ah experiment, but one in the cen- 
ter of the theater must pass 20 or 
more pairs of feet if he wishes to 
visit between acts in the passage- 
Ways or the memorial hall, 

The auditorium is finished in dark 
wood and stone. High at the sides 
are niches holding well executed 
busts or copies of examples of 
classic portrait sculpture. The pros- 
cenium is in wood, and is carved with 
these words of the young playwright 
for whom the theater is named: “You 
yourself must set flame to the fagots 
you have brought.” Another of his 
sentiments is graven in stone over 
the entrance: “To restore the old 
visions and win the new.” 

Some innovation is found wherever 
one turns. There is an inverted 
trough in the ceiling above the pros- 
cenium, designed for lighting pur- 
poses. 

The theater boasts a dome stage of 
most modern design; and this proved | 
excellently adaptable to the staging 
of the African exteriors. The scenes, 
designed and created within th 
theater—for this is a complete plant 
~——were in part suggested by Herbert 
Bradley, Chicago explorer, who re- 
cently returned from an excursion 
into the African jungle. 

“The Forest,” in form, is a some- 
what rambling play, traversing eight 
scenes, but its story does not double 
, back upon itself; it proceeds, rather, 
with exceptional directness, though 
with considerable geographical vari- 
ety. Galsworthy again tilts at British 
shortcomings and scorches the hard 
and inhumane imperialist, satirizing 


the while the vagaries of the imprac-' 


tical idealist and revealing a cynic’s 
attitude toward the frailties of the 
human family. 

Exploiting the Africans ; 


There gather in London in the 
autumn of 1898 a self-seeking finan- 
cler, a beneficent impervalist, the 
sardonic editor of a liberal paper, a | 
world-weary war correspondent with 
an eye to see, a peer of the realm 
ahd other characteristic British fig- 
ures. The leaders of this company 
express a wish to put an end to 
Belgian abuses in the Congo, and the 
instrument of course, is England, the 
great colonizer, The financier sees 
an opportunity to introduce into 
Africa coolie labor for the easier ex- 
ploitation of natural resources, but 
humanitarianism is his cliche. He 
has somewhere west of Zenzibar an 
idje expedition, which soon is to 
move toward central Mombasgea. Its 
commander, learning of the discoy- 
ery of a new diamond flume, sets off 
with forced marches for the new 
field. He penetrates deeply the can- 
nibal country, and a‘ treacherous 
Arab and cannibal half-breed girl 
ultimately steals a ietter of safe con- 
duct, and betrays the expedition, only 
a canny Scot escaping and returning 
to London to report failure. The 
idealist’s dream of rooting out the 
last traces of the slave trade has 
vanished; the coolle labor scheme 
has miscarried; but the financier 
makes use of the news of the dia- 
mond discovery and manipulates the 
stock market greatly to his advan- 
tage. The tronic value of this dé- 
nouement is very definitely com- 
munieated to the spectator. 

The play has good acting opportu- 
nities in its diversity of characters 
and in the swiftness of its melo- 
drama, It brought to view, however, 
only one member of the feminine 
wing of the repertoire company, 
Kula Guy, who lent to the half-breed 
rirl a kind of tigerish ferocity. The 
playing of the many men ranged 
from highly proficient professional- 
lam to very obvious amateurishness. 
The direction was not sufficiently 
vital; it was deliberate, particularig- 
ing, and somewhat uncertain. But 
as a newly organized company, com- 
posed chiefly of players who have 
to win their spurs, and captained 
y men and women @ little weighted 
with consciousness of the fact that 
they wore setting out on @ great ad- 
venture, the initial production was

Studies of London 
Sargent Sale Seen 
in New York City 


By RALPH FLINT 
New York, Nov. 6 
HE task of go2tting a master 


artist well settled in his perma- 
nent niche is one that cannot be 
undertaken lightly. Yet that very 
mood of reverential and pious .ac- 
ceptance of the man in toto is often 
able to cloak a mass of irrelevant 


and unworthy memorabilia with a 
deceiving haze of false values, to the 
extent of feeling that the object of 
sudden elevation is quite outside 
the pale of criticism, Memorial rites, 
such as are becoming increasingly 
numerous and prompt nowadays, for 
distinguished artists are of great 
value in reaching solid valuation 
and in directing public appreciation. 
The old-time belief of indifference 
and neglect during the artist's life- 
time is being rapidly dissipated by 
such popular demonstrations as the 
several Sargent and Bellows me- 
morial exhibitions during the pres- 
ent season. 

The first and tangible evidence in 
New York of the Sargent sale at 
Christie's in London last summer is 
found in the exhibition of paintings 
by this American master at Knoed- 
ler’s for the first fortnight in No- 
vember. This sale, made notable by 
the enormous prices paid for even 
studio findings from student days 
and by the ultra-distinguished 
crowd of art lovers that thronged 
the salesrooms to overflowing, was 
a last salute to the most outstanding 
painter of his particular epoch. 
While the man so honored was 
American and the purses so lav- 
ishly opened on this occasion for 
the most part were American as 
well, it was a London sale from the 
London studio of a man long be- 
loved by a London public. Somehow 
the whole affair seemed a _ thor- 
oughly British gesture, done in the 
way that would have thoroughly 
pleased the great painter, although 
he would probably be the last to ad- 
mit its necessity. 


Forty Examples 


However, in the first fine flood of 
seeing John Singer Sargent raised to 
his waiting place’ in the painters’ 
Pantheon, it is diseoncerting to come 
upon a group of his paintings that 
so frankly fail to arouse the Sargeut 
sentiment. Forty oils and water 
colors are here assembled at Knoed- 
ler’s, brought straight from the 
Christie Sale to New York: yet out 
of them all, only two of the early 


@; copies after Velasquez and two or 


three oil sketches of the “Val d'Osta” 
series really can be labeled first 
class. From the standpoint of per- 
sonal association all of these items 
may be said to be important. Inter- 
esting documents they undoubtedly 
are, and valuable as such: but the 
line of demarcation must fall, as 4t 
will without let or hindrance. 
Looking at the large canvas that 
Sargent painted after the famous 


Velasquez “Dwarf With Dog,” in the 
Prado Collection, it is patent at once 


how, the fine free brushmanship of 
the American was already well estab- 
lished in his mek at even that 
early date, only waiting for sufficient 
play to bring it fully forth. 
evident in examining this lovely copy 
how freely Sargent admired the 
Spanish master, and how close he 
stood to him in many matters of the 
studio. Very few modern painters 
have had the signal power of ar- 
rangement in handijng large-size 
figures that Sargent possessed, and 
it is perhaps this extréordinary pic- 
torial passage-at-arms that inks the 
two men closest together. “Carmen- 
cita,” “Madame X.” “Lord Ribbles- 
dale”~—these are just a few of the 
portraits from Sargent's brush that 
are well able to stand beside the 
wonderful Kings and Princes and 
Infantas of the Spaniard. 
“Vulcan at ‘the Forge” | 
Another copy—a smal! sketch 
made from the figure of the angel 
In Veldsquez’ “Vulcan at the Forge” 
in the Prado—is a highly desirable 
document of swift and searching ap- 
preciation of the great Spanish mas- 
ter’s brilliant powers. Three color- 
ful, oll paintings and one water- 
color done by the border of some 
shallow stream in the Val d'Aosta 
are. also highly credible evidence 
of Sargent's superlative powers of 
observation and representation. Here 
the purling waters with scattered, 
criss-crossing reflections and rip. 
ples are amazingly sensed and 
put down on the canvas, In all of 
Bargent’s long landscaping, there 
was probably no one period more 
fired with color and technical dis- 
patch than this time in the Val 
d'Aosta. One unfinished water color, 
with @ large mass of heavy trees al- 
ready in place, is a valuable refer- 
ence piece for students; and here 
and. there| among the other aqua- 
relies are fairly interesting things 
to be found. The other oll paintings 
run from the large “Mrs. Myers” 
with its Pre-Raphaelitish solemnity 
to a nice, sketchy group of horse: 
done at Palma; from the large night- 
study of Cellini’s Perseus to unim- 
portant studies of flowering orchids 
and hollyhocks: It is apparently 
not the findings of the Christie Sale 
that one may look to for new light, 
but to the three memorial exhibi- 
tions in London, Boston, and New 
York which are either already 
opened or imminent with the new 
year, 
Another American painter to be 
similarly honored with a representa- 


It is 


tive memorial exhibition is William 
Sartain, a National Academician of 
longstanding reputation. A goodly 
number of his paintings are at the 
Macbeth Galleries until the sixteenth 
of the month. Here is a distinctly 
nineteenth century painter, brought 
up in the Hunt, Martin, Innes, and 
Wyant school, finding within these 
early formule an answer to his pic- 
torial needs and.so dwelling among 
his tranquil bits of picturesque Buro- 
pean towns and his peaceful sunset 
meadows in a long contentment. 
While his dates give a full fourscore 
years to William Sartain, he really 
dwelt within the middle of the last 
century with a singular obduracy. 
His best painting was done in the 
earlier studies 6f Venetian and Ara» 
and street scenes, and here he 
achieved some splendid passages of 
sun and shade that are most deli- 
cate bits of “genre.” The landscapes 
vary from the too-tender and wooly 
ones to the -deep-toned, luminous 
beenes of soft sunset skies and dark- 
ling meadows caught at just that 
tranquil transitional point of depart- 
ing day. Sartain’s work is that ofa 
one-mood, one-period painter, and as 
far as his unquestionably fine quall- 
ties were carried, so far is he eh- 
titled to high ranking. 


The New Music Society and 
Los Angeles Philharmonic

of the New Music Society, affiliated 
with the Internafional Composers’ 
Guild of New York, was held in the 
ballroom of the Biltmore Thursday 


évening. The society was organized 
by Henry Cowell, with Winifred 
Hooke, treasurer, and a resident co- 
operating committee composed of 
Arthur Bliss, Henry Hichheim, Feo- 
dor Kolin, and D. Rudhyar. - The 
nonresident advisory board consists 
of Bugene Goossens, Carl Ruggles, 
Carlos Sdlzedo, and Edgar Varése. 

The program consisted of works 
by Milhaud. Ruggles, Varése, Kolin, 
Ornstein, Schénberg and. Rudhyar. 
The Sonata for two violins and 
piano played by Henry Eichheim, 
Lubiviski and Ethel Bichheim had 
moments of great beauty and an 
easily traceable melodic line. 
“Angels,” by Ruggles, for two vio- 
lins, two violas and two cellos ts a 
polyphonic Andante with intervals 
all deliberately dissonant. The work 
was interesting as a new de- 
parture in music, 

For sheer ugliness, perhaps, noth- 
ing ever perpetrated in the name of 
music ‘could compare with “Oc- 
tandre’” by Varése. Melody, har- 
mony, rhythm and form as com- 
monly accepted are discarded, and 
the instruments set in~> motion 
masses of sound. groups, the effect 
of which is chaotic noise. 

Feodor Kolin gave an improviza- 
tion at the piano, in which he ob- 
tained many brilliant and eastonish- 
ing effects, making the piano sound 
orchestral. He wove his patterns to- 
gether with rare’ tests and skill. 
“The Musings of a Piano,” by Orn- 
stein, though not important, were 
descriptive Of the titles. Six small 
piects for plano by Sehtnberz were 
neither particularly interesting nor 
freakish. These and the . Ornstein 
numbers were played well by Wes- 
ley Kuhnle. 

“The Surge of Fire,” Symphonic 
Trilogy by Rudhyar, is scored for 
flute, oboe, clarinet, trumpet, French 
horn, trombone, string quartet and 
three pianos. It was directed by 
Adolph Tandler. Rudhyar’ says: “It 
is a record, by means of instrumen- 
tal. tones, of subjective experiences 
lived by the author, a record of 
inner happenings.” When listening 
to this music one muct necessarily 
discard all former methods of listen- 
ing, and look for tone. and sound 
vibrations instead of melody, form 
and harmony. ‘The effect of the three 
pianos as bjending and supporting 
orchestral instruments was a tre- 
The tone. waves 
piled higher and higher, and some- 
times’ were colossal in their effect, 
and again, as in the Varése number, 
musicians rooted in the classic 
school experienced many uncom- 
fortable moments in listening to the 
annual noises proceeding from the 
instruments. 


It is well that this New Music| * 


Society ‘has been formed. Whatever 
one’s individual opinion may be 
about it, this new music, with its 
chaotic aspirations, is growing, and 
{ts pioneers should be given a hear- 
ng.

MONG the most 
picturesque incidents in Amer- 
ican history are those which at- 

> tended the establishment of the 

Santa Fe Trail as a highway of 

commerce and adventure through the 

midwest prairies and the heart of the 
desert and mesa country in the 
southwest 100 years ago. The recent 
celebration of its centenary by Coun- 
cil Grove, a small town in Kansas, 
recalis the first formal recognition 
of the famous trail. It was at a grove 
of cottonwoods, afterward known as 

Council Grove, that representatives 

from Washington met the Osage In- 

' dians and paid them $800 of the $20,- 

000 which had been appropriated to 

pacify the original inhabitants and 

to influence them not to molest white 


= travelers along the pioneer roadway. 


. The cottonwood grove was a land- 
mark in the all but treeless prairies 
of Kansas, and provided a natural 
meeting-place for the Indians. Here 
' the peace treaty was signed in 1825, 
, and the initial installment was fol- 
lowed, at the same place, by annual 
payments calculated to maintain the

Overland Stage in Elegant Style 


Following the traders and trappers 
came the settlers, brave pioneer 
families to build sod houses and 
adobe cabins in the wilds. And after 
these came the famous stage coaches, 
carrying money and mail and pas- 
sengers, Strict regulations for fol- 
lowing.the leader prevailed in the 
old schooner caravans. A captain 
was chosen whose word became law 
in all emergencies that arose en 
route. The stage coaches were pro- 
tected by an armed guard of eight 
men to every coach. The first over- 
land stage left Independence, Mo., in 
July, 1850, and was described by a 
paper of the time as “gotten up in 
elegant style.” Each stage would 
carry eight passengers. The coach 
bodies were painted and made water- 
proof so that they might serve as 
boats in crossing streams. A team 
of six mules drew each coach and the 
stage traveled day and night, stop- 
ping to change teams every 20 miles. 
‘ By rare good luck in the way of 
fair weather and friendly Indians the 
trip was made in two weeks.

The first covered wagon was out-

known as Westport. Gradually this 
latter point became the center of 
- the outfitting business and _ the 
” wagon. trains started from Westport, 


.. later Kansas City. Before the war 


with Mexico a tax of $500 was levied 
‘on every wagon going into Santa 
Fe, regardless of what it contained. 
There was also a heavy tax on all 
gold going out of Mexican territory, 
and the wily traders dodged these 
unwelcome duties as often as pos- 
sible. Wagon axles were hollowed 


* out to make hiding places for gold, 
~~ and teamsters would reload their 


wagons, piling on all the weight 
possible before entering Mexican ter- 
ritory. The extra wagons were hid- 
den beside the route and picked up 
‘- on the way home. Santa Fe was a 
» Spanish settlement of 300 inhabi- 
tants when the first trailers began 
to enter its ancient gates. 

In spite of the hardships of the 
road there was a lure of adventure, 


frequent diversion and great trains 
of buffalo and other wild animals 
furnished opportunities for hunting 
and sometimes disputed the right of 
way. It is said that the early stages 
sometimes drove through herds of 
buffalo without a break for 100 miles. 


Automobile Tourist Comfort 


The stage coaches gave way to the 
railroad when the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe paved the route with 
steel rails in 1880. But the pictur- 
esqueness of the old trail bas ap- 
pealed. to the modern motorist. 
Something of the same lure of sky 
and plains and mountains that at- 
tracted the pioneer travelers has 
made the automobile a familiar fig- 
ure along the route where the stages 
lumbered. The trip from Kansas 
City to Santa Fe can be made com- 
fortably in three or four days, and 
the motorist may camp peacefully 
by the way or find accommodation at 
g00d hotels. The roads are generally 
hard-surfaced now. The buffalo is 
gone and the immense herds of do- 
mestic cattle which followed him are 
becoming less numerous. But the 
wild splendor of desert and moun- 
tains is much the same, the splendor 
of glowing mesas, snowy peaks and 
barren ranges. Something of the old 
Spanish romance lingers in Santa 
Fe, where in the ancient plaza a 
stone boulder marks the end of the 
trail. 

The Indians of the southwest hav- 
ing been left in their original clay 
villages, are more unchanged perhaps 
than anywhere else in the United 
States. Little gray burros meander 
down from the mountains around 
Santa Fe carrying loads of mesquite 
wood on their backs. Indians with 
bright-colored blankets and beaded 
moccasins pass through the narrow 
streets or rest beside the brown 
walls. In their primitive houses 
around Sauta Fe and at Taos the In- 
dians live a good deal in the old 
tribal fashion, raising crops of beans 
and squashes, making pottery, paint- 
ing dolls and masks, and dancing 
harvest ceremonials. 

Artists at Santa Fe and Taos are 
enthusiastic over the “paintable” 
qualities of the Indians and the 
glowing southwest landscapes. They 
are making a beautiful and interest- 
ing record of the simple pastoral life 
of the Pueblo Indians, and they’are 
doing much to help preserve historic 
buildings, prehistoric ruins and nat- 
ural beauties. Indians now aid in 
the annual historic pageant at Santa 
Fe, presenting their own songs and 
dances, Near Santa Fe are ruins of 
ancient cliff dwellings and of cere- 
monial caves. It is a land rich in 
tradition and in native charm that 
lies along the way of the century- 
old trail.

VANCOUVERITES ENGAGE 
IN GOLF DURING WINTER 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Nov. 1 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence) — Golf in mid- 
winter is not ordinarily associated 
with Canada but in Vancouver the 
climate lends itself admirably to 
golf and other sports requiring a 
moderate clime. In this city four 
18-hole and one nine-hole course 
are thronged daily with players. A 
new municipal links is being laid 


out to accommodate the growing 
number of golfers, 

British Columbia boasts of more 
than a score of golf courses, at least 
half of which are 18-holes, the long- 
est being a 6200-yard course in this 
city. Across the strait of Georgia in 
Victoria, a few hours sail on one of 
the Empress ships, are half a dozen 
more sets of links while inland along 
the route of the Canadian Pacific lie 
several Jinks at the larger towns and 
resorts along the line, many of them 
extremely “sporty” courses by rea- 
son of the mountainous country in 
which they are constructed. In all 
of Canada more than 50 new golf 
clubs have come into existence in 
the last two or three years, and the 
Dominion considers itself the fastest 
growing golfing ground in the 
world. Many municipal links exist 
or are being built.

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Historic Associations ot 
Old French Provinces Vie 
With Snow Resort Sports 
| Popular Winter Stations in Pyrenees—Visitors 


at Luchon Thermal Spring Can Find Winter 
_ Games About an Hour Distant 
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ef 
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‘ Font-Romen, France, Oct. 22 
Special Correspondence 


HE French winter sports stations in the Pyrenees 
are not so well known as they deserve to be. For 
various reasons the Swiss resorts are better known 
and more extensively patronized; yet the Pyrenees 
vie with the Aips in grandeur of scenery, in con- 
venience of access and dependability of ice and snow, while 
they surpass the Alps in unconventionality, seclusion from arti- 
ficijality, and nearness to nature. 

This mighty chain of snow mountains—the natural and 
almost impassable frohtjer between France and Spain—has 
high peaks, lovely valleys,.charming cascades, rushing torrents 
and picturesque streams, as beautiful as any in the Alps, while 
in addition it has several curious and charming peculiarities, 
prominent among which are the many “cirques,” or caldron- 
shaped basins, the sides of which are precipitous and seamed 
with waterfalls. pes ‘ 

Most of the valleys in the Pyrenees are cut at right angles, 
into the mountain-mass, in the form of deep ravines, which 
terminate abruptly in these so-called circuses, or owles (pots), 
as they are called by the natives. Where the issuing torrents 
and streams, here called “gaves,” meet with natural obstruc- 
tions, they form lovely lakes, which when frozen in winter 
provide ideally delightful skating grounds. | 


Historic Associations 


Besides the natural charms, there is the added one of his- 
torical associations; of a simple, unsophisticated native popu- 
lation, and of customs and costumes peculiar to the region. 
The very names of the old provinces ring the Pyrenees— 
Béarn, Navarre, Gascony, Foix, and Roussillon—are all. rem- 
iniscent of historic times. True, all these charms of historical 
association have little to do with skiing, skating, bobsleighing 
or ice hockey: nevertheless they must possess an added inter- 
est for the intelligent visitor, while even snow-sports enthu- 
siasts, when tired with the hard work of play, must feel a 
new interest in the knowledge that the scene of their sports 
has not infrequently been the locale of scenes famous in his- 
tory, in which their own ancestors were interested. 

The Pyrenees. are traversed by only two passes, that of 
St. Jean-Pied-de-Port, and that running from Bayonne to 
Elizondo, though roads and railways pass their terminations 
by the seashore, at either end of the range. The first named 
pass is that anciently called Roncesvalles, forever immortal- 
ized by the defeat therein of Roland, the great hero of the 
Charlemagne legend. :Of such, then, are the associations of 
the milieu in which are to be found the chief sports centers 
of southern France. 

: ‘Many Winter Stations 

There are many winter stations in the Pyrenees, and to 
describe them all would take too long. Suffice to name a few 
_of the more popular and outstanding places, such as Luchon- 
Super-Bagnénes, Les. Kaux-Bonnes, Cauterets, Font-Romen, 
Mont Louis. Super-Bagnéres, in the department of Haute 
Garonne, is reached from Paris by the Paris-Orléans and the 
_ Midi railways, via Toulouse, in 15 hours. From Luchon there 

is a funicular railway, which takes you up to the snow sports 

resort in another hour. 

Super-Bagnéres is situated 6000 feet above sea level and 
has an excellent hotel: there are hotels at Luchon, of course, 
of every class. Here, as in all others of the Pyrenean winter 
resorts, every form of ice and snow sport can be indulged 
‘in. As these sports are practically the same as those played 
in the other winter stations of Europe, there is no need to 
describe them. The chief difference between the French and 
the Swiss sports centers is that of surroundings. 

‘The skating rink at Super-Bagnéres has an area of 7000 
jare meters; it is provided with an electric snow-sweeper, 
lich instres a perfectly clean surface for skating, ice- 

hockeygetc. It has a well-thought-out bobsleigh course, 1360 
“meters jeng; on it one can enjoy fast, exhilarating runs, the 
eturn equipment, being provided for by electric power: it is 
a the finest bobsleigh run in France. There is also a 
toboggan run, providing safe amusement for children. 
tiers find here all their requirements met: there is a variety 
of slopes that are suitable for beginners, and jumping grounds 
for experts, as also well-marked excursion grounds. 


Font-Romen | 

One of the highest winter resorts of France is Font-Remen, 

the department of the Pyrénées Orientales, situated almost 
due south of Foix. It is only a few miles east of Andorra, that 
quaint little pocket republic of the Pyrenees—protected alike 

by France and Spain. Font-Romen lies at an altitude of 5906 
- feet, yet is reached by the Paris-Orléans and the Midi railways 
in 13 hours from Paris, via Toulouse and Perpignan. A com- 
paratively recently organized winter sports center, it has a 
fine, large hotel replete’ with comfort and all modern con- 
veniences. The Grand, built in 1913, is situated near the pic- 
turesque Hermitage of Font-Romen, from which the winter 
station is named. The hotel faces due south and commands 
a magnificent panorama of the whole of the Cerdagne, while 
it is protected from the north wind. 

Among the neighboring points of interest ‘are the “Chaos 
of Targassonne” and the Puygcerda, reached by the pictur- 
esque route called “la Solana.” The barrage and reservoir of 
Bouillouses, constructed at an altitude of over’6000 feet, are 
of interest to lovers of striking scenery, as well as to engi- 
neers. The surface of the reservoir makes a skating-ground 
of practically unequaled area. Attained by the Solana road is 
a peculiarly beautiful natural “circus’—Les Escaldes.

Adaptability of Sports 

One especial charm about winter 
sports is their adaptability to the 
purse, ability and inclination 
of those who follow them. At any of 
the various popular continental cen- 
ters—-and it is quite impossible to 
differentiate between them in this 
article—all classes of skaters, ski- 
runners, curlers and _  toboggan- 
riders are catered for. Very literally, 
you pay your money. and.take your 
choice, but, of course, you must make 
your choice early or risk impress- 
ment in the annual brigade of the 
disappointed. 

This year there ha&S béen an amaz- 
ing amount of advance booking at all 
resort, “popular” or otherwise, and 
this derpite the fact that last, season 
was, from some points of view, an 
unsatisfactory one. For skaters and 
curlers it was one of the best ever 
experienced in the Alps, but to the 
ski-runner, dependent for his pleas- 
ure upon at least fairly heavy snow 
falls, it was anything but that. Since 
weather records have been kept, 
there has peyer been such a paucity 
of snow # ti jre was in 1924-25. 

Programs Carried Out 

And yet the skiing programs ar- 
ranged by the leading clubs were 
carried out almost in full. The an- 
nual inter-university ski-race  be- 
tween Oxford and Cambridge, always 
keenly contested, was turned into a 
Slalom (zigzag) instead of a 


straight race and other contests were 


modified in the same way. As, how- 
ever, such disappointing conditions 
occur only once or twice in a gen- 
eration, ski-runners hold high hopes 


that, by way of compensation, the, 


present season will be like that’ of 
1923-24—rich in good, firm snow and 
productive of the highest class sport. 

In recent years, the standard of 
British skiing has been raised con- 
siderably. C. E. W. Mackintosh, who 
Obtained his track Blue at Oxford, 
only just missed a similar distinc- 
tion for rugby football, and repre 
ented Great Britain as a long jumper 
in the last Olympic Games, is prob- 
ably the best present-day exponent 
from t&ese islands, and by good 
judges, his style is considered to be 
on a par with that of continental ex- 
perts., 

The advance of Britishers in the 
realm of winter sports is a tribute 
to their versatility in . matters 
athletic, for by the climate of their

CHAMONIX BIG CENTER FOR 


OF MONT BLANC 


Every Descriptién of Winter and Ice Games Here in Full 
Swing Amid Famous Glaciers and the Most 
: Glorious of Mountain Scenery

CHAMONIX, France, Oct. 18 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence) — Chamonix, 
until recent times known chiefly as 
the starting point for the ascent of 
Mont Blanc, has lately blossomed 
forth as a’‘snow sports center, and is 
now one of the principal résorts for 
skiing, skating, tobogganing, bob- 
sleighing, curling ski-kjéering and 
all the other -delights of ice and 
snow sports. The Valley of Cha- 
monix, some 13 miles long by 2 
broad, lies on the northern slopes 
of Mont Blanc, whose crests form the 
frontier between France and Italy. 
The little town is in the department 
of Upper Savoy, 53 miles southeast 
of Geneva, and has a direct train 
service from Paris by the Paris- 
Lyons-Mediterranean Railway, which 
will bring one here, by sleeping car, 
in 15 hours. 

Lying at an altitude of 3409 feet 
above sea-level, Chamonix can con- 
sequently be relied on for plenty of 
ice and snow for the winter sports. 
Incidentally, being a summer 
“show-place,” it possesses many 
200d hotels, and winter visitors’ will 
here find not only comfort but luxury 
in the way of heating, catering and 
cookery. 

Every description of snow and ice 
‘sports can here be enjoyed, while 
everywhere there is some of the most 
gloridus mountain scenery in the 
world. On the south rises the mighty 
Mont Blanc, the highest mountain of 
Europe, if.the Caucasus be excluded, 
part of which is in Italy, although 
its summit is wholly in French terri- 
tery. The summit is shrouded in a 
vast perpetual snowfleld, from which 
descend Numeroug glaciers famous 
throughout Europe and the tourist 
world. In the north rises Mont 
Brévent and the chcin of the 
Aiguilles Rouges. 

The elevation of Mont Blanc 
(known to the Romans by the same 
name, Mons’ Albus, “White Moun- 
tain”) is generally accepted as 15,782 
feet, but this varies, according to 
the amount of snow compacted on its 
summit. The limit of the snow-line 


is 8000 to 9000 feet above sea-level, 


| Among the principal peaks of the 
‘Mont Blanc group are the Déme du 
|Gouter, the Aiguille du Midi, ‘the 
| Grandes Jorasses, the Aiguille du 
| Dru, the Aiguille Verte, and the 
| Aiguille d’Argentiére. : 

The most famous of the glaciers 
is probably the Men de Glace (“sea 
of ice’), the lower part of which, 
called the Glacier des Bois (“glacier 
of the woods”), is the source of the 
River Arveyron, two miles above 
Chamonix. Other noted glaciers are 
those of Bossons, Argentiére, and 
Tours, which glide down to the val- 
Jey in summer, and are, in winter, 
even more imposing as scenery, while 
as sports-grounds, whether for skiing, 
tobogganing, or other form of winter 
exercise, they are ideal. 

The mere fact that Chamonix was 
selected as the venue. of the Olympic 
Games (winter sports section) in 
1924, gives official recognition to its 
claims-to front rank among winter 
sports centers. The vast stadium, 
covering an area of 40,000 square 
yards, which was specially con- 
vstructed for that occasion, contains 
the most modern and complete sports 
installation, including a skating rink 
with a surface of 24,000 square yards. 

Other snow sports resorts in the 
district are: Mégéve (3760 feet high) 
containing very comfortable hotels, 
and all facilities for following the 
various forms of winter sports. The 
skiing fields around here are very 
extersive, and afford. opportunities 
for many exhilarating runs. 

Mont-Revard, above Aix-les-Bains 
(5068 feet high) is only 11 hours by 
rail from Paris; it possesses an ex- 
cellent hotel overlooking skiing fields 
which stretch for many miles. 

Comblaux (over 3000 feet high), 
near Mégéve, is a winter sports sta- 
tion in course of development. From 
the hotel one has a wonderful! view of 
Mont Blanc. St. Pierre-de-Chartreux 
is a family resort; it has a. good 
skating rink and luge-runs. There 
are other winter sports centers in the 
French Alps, but all alike are easily 


accessible, charmingly situated, and 
delightfully unspoiled.

Skating Draws 


Englishmen to 
Alpine Village 
Morgins-les-Bains a Popu- 


lar Resort—Grindelwald 
Is Home of Ice-Makers 


GRINDELWALD, Swit., Oct. 20 
(Special Correspondence)—The win- 
er visitor to Switzerland who arrives 
at Miirren, or Morgins, or St. Moritz, 
and sees great stretches of ice shin- 
ing like mirrors in the sun, and as 
level as a billiard-table, has little 
idea of the processes by which this 
wonderful surface in some cases cov- 
ering acres of ground has been pre- 
pared. 

Grindelwald is the 
best ice-makers. Men, who in the 
summer earn their living as guides, 
go all aver Switzerland in the winter 
to take charge of ice-rinks aft differ- 
ent centers. The founder of the 
Grindelwald Ice School was the late 
Fritz Boss who with his brother 
Theophile Boss owned the Bear Hotel 
at Grindelwald in the nineties. It 
was the custom in the Engadine at 
that time to make ice by plugging a 
great expanse of snow. Fritz Boss 
invented the Grindelwald method, 
which is now in general use every- 
where. 

Snow Is Sprinkled 

When the snow first falls, the land 
having been leveled as much as 
poagible beforehand, 20 or 30 men 
link arms and tramp in short steps 
of a foot each across the ground, 
backward and forward and cross- 
ways until they have more or less 
leveled the snow. 

Then commences the process of 
icemaking. Instead of flooding the 
trampled snow, as was the custom in 
the Engadine, the. result being a 
large amount of cut ice, the snow is 
steadily sprinkled for hours together 
through a sprinkler similar to that 
used for a tennis lawn. In this way, 
day after day and night after night, 
the ice is slowly built up and an 
absolutly perfect surface is formed. 

In the Engadine, where there is 
sometimes as much as 50 degrees of 


| frost, the difficulty in the days of 


flooding was to get the water onto 

the ground quickly enough without 

it freezing on the way, but when 

once the Grindelwald method was in- 

troduced it entijre[y superseded the 

flooding method. . 
No Alr Bubbles 


Another interesting fact about ice 
formed from sprinkling was discov- 
ered by Rudolf Baumann, who was 
the ice-superintendent for the Pub- 
lic Schools Alpine Sports Club before 
the war. and who used to visit their 
various centers, seeing that the rinks 
were properly made. He held that 
the ice made by sprinkling at Grin- 
delwald had a greater durability and 
power to resist the rays of the sun 
than ice’ made by ‘the flooding 
method. In order to prove his, theory 
he placed two buckets in the open, 
on a cold night, having filled them 
by two different methods. The first 
bucket was filled with water and 
was exposed to the cold. The second 
bucket was put under a trickling tap 
and the the water was allowed to fall 
into the bucket drop by drop. The 
next morning these two buckets 
being filled with solid ice were emp- 
tied onto the snow in the sunshine. 


The ice made by sprinkling con- 
tained no air bubbles, while the ice 
which was frozen from ‘the bucket 
filled with water, contained a great 
many air bubbles. Each air bubble 
reflected the rays of the sun and 
helped to melt the block of ice. The 
result was that the ice made by drip- 
ping lasted very much longer than 
the ice which had frozen from the 
mass of water. 

Styles of Skating 

The amount of land laid down in 
skating rinks in the different cen- 
ters is very great, but the interna- 
tiona] style of skating requires much 
less ice than the English style. The 
English skater makes a sweep of 
some 60 yards at one stroke, and 
four skaters doing a combined figure 
around an orange will require an 
area of at least three or four thou- 
‘sand square meters. On the other 
hand, two continental skaters, waltz- 
‘ing together, are quite happy on a 
piece of ice 600 square meters. 


The greatest English center for 
skating is a small village called 
Morgins-les-Bains, in the Valais, 
where a number of distinguished 
English skaters gather every year. 
Davos used to be the great English 
skating center, but it now entirely 
yields the palm to Morgins. The

Swiss Provide Champion 
Skaters With Perfect Ice 
-by Sprinkling Each Night 

Robert Louis-Stevenson Describes His Experi-

Platz, Robert Louis Stevenson, who had been an 

| enthusiastic skater in his Edinburgh days, remarks: 

“Of skating, little need be said; in so snowy a climate the 

rinks must be intelligently managed; their mismanagement 

will lead to many days of vexation.” From this it is evident 

that Stevenson knew nothing of such wonderful exhibitions 

of figure skating as are now to be seen at Wengen, Miirren, 

Davos, St. Moritz and elsewhere; he, who admired beauty and 

grace of movement, would surely have been delighted, and 
we should possess an appreciation of them from his pen. 

To Davos, however, must be given the credit of introduc- 
ing to Switzerland, at a later date, the international amateur 
championships and competitions which have brought together 
the finest skaters from all countries in which the art is 
practiced. ; 

International Style 

The international style of skating was unknown in Eng- 
land until, as the outcome of a visit to the Stockholm Skating 
Club, the writer induced the English Skating Association to 
hold the World’s Championship in London in 1898. This event 
brought together the three finest skaters we have ever seen, 
namely, Grenander, Stockholm; Fuchs, Munich; and Hugel, 
Vienna, and having seen all the champions of the past 30 
years, we consider the last named to have been the most 
accomplished and graceful performer of them all. 

Skating competitions are now held at most of the Swiss 
winter sport resorts under ideal conditions. The making and 
maintenance of the rinks has been intrusted to experts, who 
provide a perfect ice surface which is renewed every night by 
sprinkling, and as skating without music is like dancing with- 
out music, a band is considered essential. The ensemble on the 
occasion of one of these championship events is delightful— 
the area of perfect ice reserved for the competitors, around 
which the spectators sit or stand, the rink profusely gay with 
bunting and evergreens, the girls in pretty skating toilettes, 
the men in their becoming skating costumes, all contribute to 
form a charming picture. 


Wengen and Miirren Favored 


All Swiss winter resorts are pleasant places, but ff we 
express a preference it would be for Wengen or Mirren, where 
Sir Henry Lunn has left nothing undone which can add to the 
comfort and pleasure of visitors. Both these places lie on 
the sunny slopes above the Lauterbrunnen valley and are 
flanked by the massif of the Jungfrau and the sparkling 
minaret of the Silverhorn. Wengen was discovered many years 
ago by a lady whose poetry was a source of inspiration to a 
past generation; it was there that Frances Ridley Havergal 
loved to enjoy the quiet of the mountains, and there she com- 
posed many of her poems. P 

A few hints to the novice as to a skating outfit will often 
obviate much trouble and disappointment, as it is exasperat- 
ing to find that one has purchased skates, boots, etc., which 
have eventually to be discarded as useless. First as to skates: 
These should be screwed to the boots, no other method of 
attachment is satisfactory; the radius of the blades should be 
about five feet and a-half, never less than five feet nor more 
than six; the edges should be acute-angled and parallel, and 
the width of the blades between them a bare quarter of an 
inch. The height of the skates at the heel plates should be 
17% inches, at the toe plate 1°4 inches, and the rounded prow 
shouid fit tightly against the toe of the boot. 


Skating Boots 


Skating boots should not be made of very thick,_ stiff 
leather, or patent leather; the foot and ankle must have play, 
they should reach to just below the swell of the calf, the 
height of the heel from-the ice, measured from the junction 
of the boot heel with the upper leather, should be about 21. 
inches. Most people complain at first that their ankles feel 
‘weak and have a tendency to bend inward or outward. This 
must be overcome by exercise, never by any form of strap. 
The muscles will soon acquire a flexibility without which prog- 
ress and ultimate proficiency cannot be obtained. 

Pxcellence in skating demands much practice for several 
seasons. It is one of the most difficult exercises, and only 
those who are endowed with special mental and physical 
attributes can hope to attain a place in that select set which 
is qualified to compete in championship events. Skating pos- 
sesses a delight all its own, and it can be enjoyed by young 
and old alike, and is equally beneficial to all. 

It is impossible within the limits of an article to afford 
instruction, but to the learner we commend a little boék pub- 
lished by the Field, entitled “The Art of Skating.” It is illus- 
trated with action photographs, and gives a clear exposition 
of the rudiments of figure skating. 


Skiing and Tobogganing 


When writing of these winter holidays, not only skating 
but also skiing and tobogganing must be given a place. When 
the writer first visited Davos skiing was a novelty and very 
few of the visitors knew anything about it; but of late years 
both the visitors and the Swiss themselves have taken to it 
with enthusiasm. Many of the Swiss guides and others are 
now most expert on ski, both as runners and jumpers, but 
Englishmen have never been able to compete in the jumping ~ 
contests with, success, probably because their training in the 
sport did not begin sufficiently early. |

PRAGUE, Oct. 26 (Special Corre- Famous for its splendid forms is the 


spondence)—The geographical posi- 
tion of Czechoslovakia is quite favor- 
able for winter sports. In Bohemia 
the frontier between Germany and 
‘Czechosiovakia and Austria and 
Crechosiovakia is formed by a series 


of mountains and wooded hills. The 
highest of these, the Giant Moun- 
tains, reach In the Schneekoppe the 
height of 9900 feet. By the acquisi- 
tion of Slovakia the Czechs have ob- 
tained new outlets for their winter 
sports’ activities. The whole of 
Slovakia is hilly, while the Tatra 
Mountains, the western range of the 
Carpathians, reach a height of well 
over 9000 feet. 

The climate, too, favors winter 
sports. Snow begins to fall toward 
the end of October in the mountains 
and remains till April. In Prague, 
the capital, snow and ice conditions 
are not so favorable, but two or 
three months of ice can be dependéd 
on during the winter. The fiver 
Moldau Is nearly always frozen over 
during the winter. 

Sports are Democratic 

Naturally Czechoslovakia caynot 
offer the exceptional advantages of 
Switzerland or Norway. But the | 
‘Whole régime of winter sports is- 
much more democratic and is en- 
joyed hg 4 all classes of the com- 
munity. There is a federation of ski- 
ing clubs with a membership of 
60,000. This federation arranges for 
special trains to the mountains at 
the week-ends and members can 
travel at special rates. Once in the 
mountains sportsmen can find ac-

The slopes 
of the Giant Mountains on the Bo- 
hemian side, being less steep and 
more articulate, are preferred to the 
Silesian side. The chief centers in 
the Giant Mountains are: Vretenovy 
Miyn (The Spindie Mill),.710 meters 
high, accessible from the failway sta- 
tion of Vrehlabi. There is an excel- 
lent toboggan run here with an elec- 
trie lift.

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MUSEUM AT FROGNERSAETEREN 
DEVOTED TO HISTORY OF SKI 
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Collections Include Skis and Outfits From Several ‘Polar 
E-xpeditions—Equipment Used by Roald Amundsen 
| at South Pole Is Preserved 


’ 


OSLO, Norway, Oct. 20 (Special 
Correspondernce)—It seems natural 
that Norway, the homeland of the 
sport of skiing, should possess the 
first, and so far the only, Museum 
devoted to its history. The Ski Mtu- 
seum at Frognersaeteren, near Oslo, 
which was opened in the autumn of 
1922, is the only ski museum in the 
world, 

The museum is a brown stained 
building, made of logs from the 
Frognersaeter woods, roofed with 
slate of soft gray and blue hues. In- 
side the rooms are gaily painted 
bright blue and red, the doors show 
painted rose ornaments, fine wood- 
carvings, iron work and hand-forge.! 
door handles, for the Ski Museum is 
strictly Norwegian in style, from the 
circular logs in the walls to the 
color scheme and the hand-work. 

The collections of the museum are 
grouped in three departments, . The 
middie hall shows the development 
of Norwegian #ki (ski, plural ski, is in 
Norway pronounced “she”). Thore 
are types of ski from all over Nor- 
way, their form and length depend- 
ing upon local ground and snow 


conditions, 
Types of Skis 

The two main types of skis are 
mountain skis and loose snow skis. 
The first type is long and straight 
edged. To this class belong the skis 
of the Lapps which are often lined 
underneath with reindeer skin, the 
hairs of which turn backwards 80 
‘that the skis slide well down-hill and 
do not slide back in climbing. To this 
type belong the Usterdals-skis of 
which there are some interesting 


specimens. These skis are long (up|

Skating Scene on One of the Many Canals Intersecting The Hague 


‘All Holland on the Move Over the Frozen Waters of 
Canals, Which Bear Ever to the North Sea— 
Life on the Icebound Netherlands — 


THE HAGUE, Oct. 24 (Special 
Correspondence) —Of recent years 
the fashionable world has flocked to 


Switzerland for its winter sports, 
but few realize that the joys of Hol- 
land and Friesland, when every canal 
is bearing from the Zuider Zee to the 
North Sea, are by no means to .e 
despised, 

Having ascertained that the Rhine 
at Rotterdam was frozen to ‘he 
mouth, two of us from Scotland 
crossed to Amsterdam to see some- 
thing of life in the icebound Nether- 
lands, On arrival we bought Fries- 
land skates, which are something like 
those used on the English fens, and, 
leaving luggage at the Haas Inn and 
carrying knapsacks, started the fol- 
lowing morning, in cloudless sun- 
shine, for the north. Progress 
through town canals on unaccus- 
tomed skates was fraught with ex- 
citement, and we were glad to reach 
t'}e broad tract of perfect ice which 
led through snow-covered flelds to 
the open country, 

Holland was on the move, bent, 
like ourselves, upon reaching Mon- 
nickendam, a Village 10 miles north 
of the capital, where a féte on the 
Zuider Zee was teing held. We 
stopped to watch the passers, and 
never was there such a_ varied 
throng. Gayly dressed girls and men

On returning to the city after a 
round trip in the environs, one meets 
here and there riders on horseback, 
galloping swiftly along, with one or 
more companions trailing behind on 
skis, and at times a skier driving 
his own horse. This sport is very 
amusing and is not by any means 
easy. It requires perfect command 
of the skis, presence of mind and 
quick decision: sometimes a motor- 
cycle or automobile is substituted 
for the horse and the higher speed

In the city parks, where there is 
a slope that can be used for tobog- 
ganing, the small children bring out 
their sledges and “kick-sledges” or 
take their first shaky steps on skis.

Previous account 
had been taken of the publication in that maga- 
zine of opinions from similar sources favorable 
to law enforcemént, many emphasizing the 
benefits noticeable, despite the constant reitera- 
tion of the charge made by the wet propa-

gandists that there was an absolute failure of 


law enforcement. | 
Challenged by the New York Times to pro- 


duce the personal testimony of these defenders © 


of the law as to their own sincerity in the 
matter, in refutation of the imputation that 
they were failing to practice what they 
preached, additional letters were invited. It 
has been a favorite argument of the nullifica- 
tionists that the “captains of industry,” so 
called, as well as others in positions of author- 
ity, to say nothing of teachers, editors, pub- 
lishers, and perhaps some preachers, reserved 
to themselves the privilege of personal indul- 
gence while seeking to deny it to others. 

We have no intent to convey the impression 
that the New York paper referred to sought 
to weaken the force of the favorable showing 
made by the initial publication of letters. A 
series of communications from its own readers 
had raised the cry of “hypocrisy,” one writer 
hazarding the conclusion that “if the truth were 
known they would be found te be ‘getting 
theirs regular’ all right, in spite of their pro- 
hibition bunk.” In an editorial comment it was 


stated that “while these suggestions might be: 


worded more kindly, they are not without 
interest, and the information they demand 
certainly would be of some value in the great 
controversy.” 

Now this information has been supplied. It is 
in form and substance which refutes, finally 
and conclusively, the impertinent challenge to 
the sincerity and integrity of those who volun- 
tarily allied themselves on the side of decency 
and good citizenship. In the main the testi- 
mony is direct and to the point. No evasion of 
the issue is attempted. Quite reasonably the 
challenge is regarded by spme of the witnesses 
as a gratuitous imputation of personal turpi- 
tude. This affront they refuse to overlook or 
condone. But no doubt can be entertained as 
to their sincerity or as to their own cheerful 
observance of a law which, in so far as 
American citizens are concerned, is universal 
in its inhibitions. : 

Indicative of the fairmindedness and genuine- 
ness of the symposium presented is the admis- 
ston by those who.are ardent and unyielding in 
their support and defense of the‘law that 
among its violators there still are many who, 
as individuals, would be glad to see if absolutely 
enforced. More than a national edict bearing 
the stamp of federal authority is necessary to 
bring complete emancipation from the slavery 
to drink. It is necessary, at times, that as an 
accompaniment to the power to prohibit by 
fiat or proclamation there must exist the power 
of physical enforcement of that decree. Drink 
has counted its helpless victims by the millions. 
It still continues to promise gratification, sur- 
cease, forgetfulness, oblivion. To the weak this 
promise is alluring. In their hearts they realize 
its hollowness, its deceitfulness. But the law in 
itself has given them no power within them- 
selves to resist. Some will follow the: evasive 
ignis fatuus until it leads them into the dark- 
ness of despair. 

So while there has been offered the con- 
vincing proof of individual abstinence and 
individual sincerity which it seems to have been 
suspected could-not be supplied, there is elo- 
quently presented an unanswerable argument 
in support of the absolute and complete en- 
forcement of the law, not merely that the guilty 
may be punished and compelled to desert their 
evil ways,-but that complete emancipation and 
some measure of redemption may come to the 
helpless slaves of an institution which has won 
for itself the contempt of those who once more 
or less complacently regarded it. : 


‘At this season of the year, when thousands 
of hunters are going into the woods in the 
northern parts of the 
United States, it is an 
appropriate time for 
them to take account of 
their responsibilities and 
their obligations as well 
as to enjoy their oppor- 
tunities to indulge in 

¢ their favorite pastime. 
They ought: to realize that the general public, 
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most of whom care little about the pursuit of, 


game, have done much for them through legis- 
lation for the protection of wild life, and they 
ought to show appreciation for favors they have 
received by the manner in which they carry on 
their sport. Beyond this there is an obligation 
that too many hunters seem to forget, and by 
their Iapse in this respect injure not only the 
people at large but their own future chances 
for sport. This duty is the exercise of special 
care to avoid starting forest fires. 

The losses suffered by the American people 
each year through forest fires mount into the 
higher levels of millions of dollars. These losses 
are not confined to the immediate destruction of 
timber, but extend into the future and spread 
to the injuries inflicted on agriculture, on the 
supplies of drinking water and on the sources 
of water power for industries. The burden of 
this waste and destruction falls ultimately on 
the whole people, on hunters as well as.on the 
dwellers in city tenement houses. 

Among the causes of forest fires, the careless- 
ness.of hunters takes high rank. Here lies an 
opportunity for individual seekers after game

The hunters of these times pride themselves 
on having an intelligence superior to that of the 
Indians who-.once peopled the forests of the 
United States. It would be well for them to 
remember that it was one of ‘the universal laws 
of the Indians that anyone who let a fire get 
beyond his control in the woods was due to suf- 
fer extreme punishment or tribal ostracism. Let 
the hunters of today and their game clubs show 
their superiority to the Red Man by exercising 
even greater care than he did to avoid fires in 
the woods, and thus confer immense benefit 
both on themselves and the public, to whom 


they look for,the continuance and protection of - 


their sport. 


Great Britain’s firmness in resisting the 
Turkish claim to Mosul has given rise to a good 
deal of none too friendly 
comment both at home 
reat Britain || 2n4d.abroad. The British 

public has never taken 

and very kindly to its com- 
mitments in Irak, and 

Mosul || the Government’s han- 
dling of the Mosul ques- 

tion has been severely 
criticized as a gratuitous challenge to the new 
Turkey. In other quarters it is suggested that 
what is behind it is nothing more nor less than 
Great Britain’s interest in the Mosul oil fields. 

A dispassionate survey of the facts shows 
that the British Government has a stronger case 
than is generally realized. When Turkey en- 
tered the war in 1914, Great Britain naturally 
took steps to protect her interests in the Per- 
sian Gulf. She had, at the outset, no intention 
of going further,, but: the tide of war gradually 
swept her’ on to, Bagdad and beyond. It was 
by accident rather than by design that she found 
herself at the armistice with the whole of Irak 
on her hands. She had no particular desire to 
annex Irak, but it was impossible for her to 
wash her hands of it, and leave it to its fate, 
the more so as she had repeatedly assured the 
Iraki Arabs that in no circumstances would 
they be handed back to the Turks. The eventual 
solution was that Irak was placed under a Brit- 
ish mandate until such time as it should be able 
to stand alone. 
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Irak has now become an Arab state with an’ 


Arab king at its head, and its relations with 
Great Britain are governed by a treaty ratified 
in 1924. Great Britain, however, still remains 
the League’s trustee and has given the League 
a formal assurance to that effect. What has 
happened is that, in addjtion to her responsi- 
bility to the League, she has also assumed direct 
obligations toward Irak itself. In these circum- 
stances, it is clearly her duty to do her best for 
Irak in the frontier dispute which has now 
arisen. She cannot reasonably be accused of 
gratuitous intervention merely because she re- 
fuses to let the Iraki case go by default. 

The dispute itself is of hong standing. The 
Turks have reconciled themselves to the ioss 


of the Provinces of Basra and Bagdad, but 


they have persistently clung to Mosul, which, 
like the other two provinces, has been de facto 
a part of Irak ever since the armistice. The 
Lausanne Peace Conference debated their claim 
at length, but failed to dispose. of it... Accord- 
ingly the Tréaty of Lausanne provided that- if 
the frontier had not been fixed within another 
nine months by friendly agreement, the dis- 
pute should be referred to the Council of the 
League of Nations. To the League it eventually 
went, and in the autumn of 1924, the Council 
appointed the Commission of Inquiry which 
reported last July. 

The commission, composed of a Hungarian, 
a Belgian and a Swede, visited the disputed area 
and made a painstaking investigation on the 
spot. There is no reason to suppose it to have 
been prejudiced in favor of Great Britain; in- 
deed; its Hungarian member was at one time 
well known as a strong pro-Turk. On the main 
question at issue, the findings of the commis- 
sion are perfectly clear. The Turks contended 
that not only did the disputed area belong to 
Turkey, rather than to Irak from a topographical 
and economic point of view, but that the popu- 
lation was in the main pro-Turkish. On all these 
points the commission has reported against 
them. Its final conclusion is that “important 
arguments, particularly: of an economic and 
geographical nature, and the sentiments of the 
majority of. the inhabitants, taken as a whole, 
operate in favor of the union with Irak of the 
whole territory south of the Brussels line,” i. e., 
all but a trifling fragment of the disputed area. 
Partition is not ruled out as a second-best alter- 
native, but the commission is not in favor of it. 

On one point, it is true, the commission seems, 
at first sight, to have found in favor of Turkey. 
It declares that the disputed area “‘still belongs 
in law to Turkey until she renounces her rights.”’ 
From.a legal point of view this is, indeed, self- 
evident. But the question thus raised is purely 
academic. The frontier between Turkey and 
Irak is ex-hypothesi in doubt. If it were not, 
there would be no point in the arrangements 
for determining it contained in.the Treaty of 
Lausanne. But once the frontier has been de- 
limited, it necessarily follows that Turkey re- 
nounces her rights in the territory assigned to 
Irak. If not, the settlement would be no settle- 
ment at all. Meanwhile, Turkey retains her 
de jure sovereignty, not only over Mosul but 
over the whole of Irak. This, however, is merely 
a statement of fact as to where sovereignty 
technically resides, pending a decision as to the 
frontier; it has no bearing on the question what 
that decision ought to be. On that point,-the 
report of the League Commission leaves little 
room for doubt, | 

The commission, however, makes one im- 


portant proviso. While recommending that the: 
disputed areas shall go to Irak, it does so only - 


on the assumption that the Irak Mandate will 
remain in force for a further period of some 
twenty-five years. Great Britain has now de- 
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clared herself willing to retain her trusteeship 
in Irak, not for any specified period, but until 
the League “is clearly convinced that conditions 
of stability are definitely and permanently 
secured.” It has been questioned-whether Great 
Britain was well advised, in her own interests, 
to give so far-reaching an assurance, though 
it is, after all, hardly more than was implied 
from the outset in her’ acceptance of the 
mandate. 

Be that as it may, it is difficult to understand 
on what other ground her attitude can be criti- 
cized. The treaty provides that the dispute 
shall, if necessary, be referred to’ the League. 
Great Britain has throughout done no more 
than hold herself ready to comply with the 
League's decision, so long as Turkey is prepared 
to do the same. The Turkish case has been 
fully heard and an impartial commission has 
investigated the whole question on the spot. 
The commission has reported, and it is now for 
the Council to give judgment. Great Britain 
Ought scarcely to be called hard names merely 
because she does not propose to run away from 
a judgment in her favor. 

From the British point of view, there is an- 
other reason for standing firm. Turkey, defeated 
in argument, frankly threatens force. How 
would Great Britain’s position in the East be 
affected if she turned tail? What would be the 
reactions of a meek surrender to Turkish 
threats, not only in Irak itself but in Palestine, 
in Egypt, and still further afield? If Great Brit- 
ain’s assurances are of any value, no consid- 
erations of prestige will prevent her from giving 
way in obedience to an arbitral award. It. is 
quite another thing to suggest that she should 
capitulate the moment the Turks shake their 
fists.at her. This, at all events, is how the ques- 
tion presents itself to. many Englishmen, whose 
views are eminently pacific, and who have not 
the slightest desire to quarrel with the Turks or 
with anyone else, :

the Serbian football team “Sport’ Club” ex- 
pressed the desire to visit Sofia. A’ warm re- 
sponse was received from the Bulgarian capital. 
The Sofia athletes did not content themselves 
with a routine welcome. The Serbians were 
given to understand that their greeting would 
be warm. Young Bulgarians, many of whom 
had met the Serbians on battle fields, now met 
them with keen relish and lively “hurrahs” on 
the frontier, beyond the town of Dragoman, 
made the frontier point in Bulgaria. 

At the station in the capital an international 
atmosphere was imparted to the event by the 
presence of the personnel of the Serbian lega- 
tion in Sofia. The guests and the football clubs 
escorting them were welcomed by bands of 
music and by the singing of national songs, 
which. are very much alike in Bulgaria and 
Serbia. One wondered how it was.that such an 
accumulation of bitterness had been permitted 
to mass between the two peoples, alike in lan- 
guage to a great extent, alike in mettle and 
alike in courage. 

The meeting on the football field justified 


' the expectations of the men who- had been 


preparing the program. The first and all the 
succeeding football matches were playéd in a 
friendly and courteous manner on both sides. 
It was as if the opponents had never inter- 
rupted their friendly relations. -It is hoped that 
the reconciliation symbolized by the resump- 
tion of football relations between Serbia and 
Bulgaria will mark an epoch in the lives of the 
two peoples. It is sincerely trusted that the 
new Serbo-Bulgarian understanding will be 
deeper, wider and more comprehensive than 
football contests. What is wanted in the 


Balkans is a lasting reconciliation between the 


two peoples so closely related. 


Editorial Notes 


Dr. Alexander, Meiklejohn, former president 
of Amherst College, Northampton, Mass., who 
is lecturing today in Boston, is no ordinary man, 
and no mere description of,his titles and achieve- 
ments culled from “Who’s Who in America”’ 
could do more than merely scratch the surface. 
It: was in the summer of 1923 that he came most 
prominently before the American public, through 
his defiance of the trustees of his college in 
relation to the question of its faculty control. 
He represents “inquiry.”’ The only growth, he be- 
lieves, is through thought, and he is certain that 
the things which are worth while will stand the 
closest scrutiny, and that the things which are 
not worth while ought to be uncovered and 
eliminated. from the scheme of human activities. 
He is not a propagandist. Indeed, sometimes it 
would appear that he has little interest in what 
his students are thinking. His main concern is 
to get them thinking. Few men, it has been 
said, have sat in his classes without catching 
his passion for thought—a passion which leads 
ultimately to God, because it will not be satis- 
fied until bottom is struck.

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in London 


London 
There will be no great charity ball at Albert Hall as 
usual on Armistice Night. The growing volume of pro- 
tests against public rejoicing on Armistice Day, as well 
as the appeal of church leaders-to make the day one 
of prayer and reflection, coupled with the announce- 
ment by the Prince of Wales that he would not attend 
if held on Armistice Night, have led the committee to 
postpone the ball to the night of Nov. 12. Although the 
ball has been held on Armistice Night for six years, it 
is generally felt that the day can be observed more 
appropriately in other ways than by social festivities. 
It is also believed that the ball, which is held for the 
benefit of philanthropies, will net more funds if held 
when many people will not feel opposed to attending. 
+ > + 
The Federation of British Industries is urging upon 
the Government the advisability of adopting the decimal 
coinage system to tLe extent of changing from the present 
twelve pence in the shilling to ten pence. A memorandum 
has been published which points out that “the British 
pound sterling is now the only monetary unit which is 
not divided into decima] parts and as world traders we 
cannot longer afford to hand‘cap ourselves by the reten- 
tion of ou. insular system of coinage.” It is also claimed 
that “the old problem of how to decimalize the pound 
and the new problem of providing a price level inter- 
mediate between the present penny and three-halfpence” 
would be solved by the acceptance of this scheme. While 
foreigners who come to England make many pointed 
remarks about the archaic character of British coinage, 
with its pence, shillings, florins, half-crowns, crowns 
(now very rare), pounds and guineas, anyone who would 
predict a change to the decimal system would certainly 
be, putting it quite mildly, an optimist.
